A canvass by the 
Post-Dispatch showed that at 
least 21 of the 28 members of the 
board are in favor of the plan, 
with indications that most or pos- 
sibly all of the other members 
would join them, 

In addition, it is expected that 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, the city fiscal body, will 
back the plan. 


Support of the Board of Esti- 
mate.and Apportionment and the 
Board of Aldermen is essential for 
a bond issue, Under the city char- 
tet, formal action on a bond issue 
is recommended by the Board of 
Estimate, while the essential ordi- 
nance to call a bond election must 
be passed by the Board of Alder- 
men, Sponsors of the housing site 


bond plan have in mind asking for 
the bond election in the primary 
next August. 

The intention of the bond pro- 
posal is to help urban redevelop- 
ment corporations, set up by pri- 
vate or civic enterprise, get start- 
ed on large-scale housing develop- 
ments for the big middle-income 
group of citizens. The bond issue 
could provide sites for thousands 
of dwellings, as it would be a re- 
volving fund, partly or wholly re- 
imbursed for its expenditures 
through sale or lease of the sites 
to the redevelopment corporations. 

The big advantage would be 
that any excessive cost of a site, 
through condemnation, could be 
absorbed by the bond fund, as the 
city could sell it to, a redevelop- 
ment corporation at a limited 
“use” value, based on usefulness 
for limited-cost housing.

After 
the guns had exploded, everybody 
in the store hastily retreated to 
the street, except Fink. He stayed 
inside, and was the only person 
who wasn’t crying.

LEWIS THREATENS 
UMW Ae ON 
AID FUND DISPUTE 


Possible Strike Implica- 
tion—Union Plan Re- 


jected by Operators as 
Too Costly.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 38 — The 
unpredictable John L. Lewis had 
soft coal mine operators wonder- 
ing today just what “independent 
action” he contemplated as a re- 
sult of a dispute over distribution 
of the United Mine Workers’ wel- 
fare and retirement fund. 

Lewis served notice on the in- 
dustry last night he deemed him- 
self free to take independent ac- 
tion because trustees of the fund, 
accumulated through a 10-cent-a- 
ton royalty on coal produced, had 
not adopted a plan for its use. 

He blamed the industry trustee, 
Ezra Van Horn of Cleveland, for 
blocking adoption of a plan. Lew- 
is. himself is chairman of the 
trustees, 

‘The third and neutral member 
has been Thomas E. Murray, New 
York industrialist, but Murray's 
resignation became known today. 
It had been submitted two months 
ago when Murray proposed his 
own plan for use of the fund, and 
gave the union and the operator 
trustee two months to take it or 
leave it or agree between them- 
selves on some other plan. 

a's Re . 

The fund has been accumulat- 

ing at the rate of $50,000,000 or 
$60,000,000 a year, Lewis has pro- 
posed a plan for welfare and re- 
tirement payments, the Post-Dis- 
patch learned, but the industry 
has rejected this on the ground 
that it would cost several times 
as much as is available through 
the 10-cent-a-ton royalty. 
In his notice to the operators 
Lewis said Yan Horn consistent- 
ly had thwarted fulfillment of the 
contractual obligation entered in- 
to in the agreement of last July 
which set up the welfare fund and 
fixed wages and working condi- 
tions for the miners, 

“It now constitutes an outstand- 
ing, unresolved dispute, national 
in its scope and character, af- 
fecting the integrity of the con- 
tract and impeding its fulfill- 
ment,” he wrote. “The United 
Mine Workers of America, there- 
fore, now advises you as a signa- 
tory to the agreement that it re- 
serves the right at will to take 
any independent action necessary 
to the enforcement of the con- 
ract.” 

Implication of a Strike. 

This language, crytic as Lewis 
often is, might well mean almost 
anything, and the mine operators 
are well aware of that. 

To begin with, it might prove to 
mean that miners would not be 
“able and willing” to work until 
the dispute is resolved — and the 
contract obliges them to work 
only when they are “able and 
willing.” Expressed more bluntly 
— the miners might strike, al- 
though they would not call it a 
strike, 

A possible indication that this is 
the cerrect reading of Lewis's lan- 
guage is found in the words of the 
contract itself. It says that dis- 
putes, national in character, are to 
be settled by collective bargain- 
ing. Lewis's notice to the operat- 
ors virtually repeated the lan- 
guage of the contract in saying 
that there existed a dispute na- 
tional in its scope and character.” 

Or, as one spokesman: for the 
industry suggested, Lewis might 
deem that his communication 
could ultimately be interpreted 
as notice of termination of the

The Senate committee, under the 
resolution adopted today, will 
have power also to investigate the 
Training School for Girls at Chil- 
licothe and the Training School 
for Negro Girls at Tipton. 


Gov. Donnelly was bitterly 
criticized today in the House by 
Representative Harry Thuner 
(Rep.), St. Louis, for his “unwar- 
ranted, intemperate and outrage- 
ous action” in firing the members 
of the State Board of Training 
Schools. Members of the Senate 
criticized him on the floor of the 
upper house yesterday, 

“It is time, in m 
that this arrogant, shoulder-toss- 
ing gentleman, who has been se 
lected as our Governor, should be 
brought to l.eel,” Thuner declared, 
“As long as we are free to func-

Senator David E. Horn (Rep.), 
of St. Louis, was appointed a 
member of the Senate committee 
to serve while Hawkins is in- 
capacitated.

IN EAST ST. LOUIS'STATE EMPLOVES 


Illinois Health Official 
Will Try to Find Which 
Industries are Most Re- 
sponsible.

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A survey to determine which 
industries in East St. Louis pro- | 
duce the most smoke and fly ash 
will be made by Kenneth Morse, 
chief of the Division of Public 
Hygiene of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health, the Post- 
Dispatch learned today. 

Much of the smoke that comes 
into the St. Louls area, Weather 


Bureau records showed, come 
from East St. Louis industries. 

Morse, who arrived here today 
from his office in Chicago, 
planned to set up a series of 
“catch-basins” to obtain samples 
of air pollution. By the amoun 
of fly ash and smoke particles in 
each individual basin, he said, he 
would be able to determine where 
most of the smoke and fly ash 
comes from. 

Conferences were held by Morse 
today with St. Louls Smoke Com- 
missioner James H. Carter and 
other leaders in the St. Louis 
smoke elimination program, He 
talked also with members of the 
East St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, Dr. Carroll Leonard, direc- 
tor of the East Side Health Dis- 
trict, and Arnold C. Johnson, 
chairman of the East St. Louis 
Area Smoke Abatement Commit- 
tec, 

In his conference with Commis- 
sioner Carter, Morse said he was 
endeavoring to develop techniques 
of measuring the effectiveness of 
smoke elimination programs. The 
techniques, to be successful, he 
told Carter, would measure the 
amount of smoke and fly ash in 
a community before passage of a 
smoke elimination ordinance and 
would measure the amount after 
passage of an ordinance. 

In addition to determining what 
industries produce the most smoke 
in East St. Louls, Morse planned 
to check the industries to learn 
which ones had followed recom- 
mendations of a committee of en- 
gineers. These recommendations 
were made in 1946, 

The engineers,

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 3—Ap- 
proval of the new state merit sys- 
tem job classification and pay 
plans covering about 6000 of the 
12,000 state employes, effective 
April 1, was announced today by 
the state Personnel Advisory 
Board, 

Pay increases averaging 11.6 per 
cent will be granted under the 
schedule to about §000 the em- 
ployes. The increases, awarded 
principally to guards at state 
penal institutions and training 
schools and to attendants at state 
mental hospitals, will cost about 
$592,000 a year. 

The higher salaries will necessl- 
tate appropriation of an addition- 
al $150,000 for the last three 
months of the current fiscal year, 
If the Legislature fails to provide 
the funds, the number of employes 
will be cut to make it possible to 
pay the mandatory higher wages. 

The board announced that adop- 
tion of the plans will make it pos- 
sible for the personnel division to 
begin shortly after April 1 to hold 
open competitive examinations for 
appointment to classified state 
jobs, 

About 3000 employes in the Di- 
vision of Welfare, Division of 
Health and the Division of. Em- 
ployment Security are already un- 
der the merit system, having been 
covered by special civil service 
laws previously enacted. Salary 
increases of 10 per cent, or about 
$208,000 annually, are provided for 
employes in the Employment Se- 
curity Office. These funds are 
paid by the Federal Government, 
although the office is under state 
supervision. i 

Employes in these offices will 
not be required to take new merit 
examinations. 

About 3000 employes coming un- 
der the system for the first time 
will be required to pass examina- 
tions to retain their jobs, | 

Salary increases of $6 a month 
for hospital attendants and $12 a 
month for prison guards are pro- 
vided under the compensation 
plan. 7 

Guards at the training school 
for boys at Boonville, which was 
taken over recently by Gov. Don- 
nelly, will receive an increase of 
about $32 a month. The guards at 
the school are now paid $130. a 
month, less subsistence. The pay 
plan provides a starting salary of 
$162 a month, less subsistence.

FREE GOLD MARKET 
IN FRANCE, FIRST 
TIME SINCE 1939 


Upper House—5000-Franc 
Note Deadline Extended. 


PARIS, Feb. 3 (AP)—Gold went 
on a free market in France today 
for the first time since 1939. A 
Government bill to permit free 
gold trading was enacted last 
night by the upper chamber of 
Parliament. The Chamber of 
Deputies passed it last week. 

The measure, part of an anti- 
inflation program, is intended to 
bring gold out of hiding. Yester- 
day, before final passage of the 
‘bill, the gold “Napoleon”—an old 
French gold coin—dropped from 
3500 to 3400 francs on the black 


market.

Last September, the first two 
years of high school were insti- 
tuted and the board planned to 
add the last two years next fall. 
In addition, expansion of the vo- 
cational training program was 
planned, since the board felt vo- 
cational educational was most im- 
portant in a school whose pupils 
were of the social and economic 
background of those at Boonville, 
Neill said. 

We hired seven or eight teach- 


ers, which wasn't enough, but it 


was all the appropriation would 
permit,” Neill said. “They were 
all qualifled teachers and we had 
hoped to get accrediting by the 
end of the year. I think we were 
fortunate in getting the teachers 
we did on the salary offered— 
$1800 a year. We need teachers 
with specialized training for the 
kind of work at Boonville, and to 
get them, a salary higher than 
average, not lower, would de 
needed,” 

More Than Planning Needed. 
Here Neill paused in his discus- 
sion to note that more than plan- 
ning is required to rebuild Boon- 
ville. “Other things needed are 
appropriations, proper legislation 
—and time,” he said. 

(Legislative reforms asked for 
by the discharged board were ap- 
proved yesterday by the Senate 
and sent to the House for action.) 
Another program which the 
board had planned but for which 
it had no funds was establishment 
of a parole and placement system 
for boys after their release from 
the school. At present discharged 
offenders are handled under the 
same system and by the same pa- 
role and probation officers who 
supervise convicts released from 
the State Penitentiary. 

Neill described policies which 
had been laid down by the board 
and asserted that these were not 
carried out by the Rev. Leroy 
Munyon during his term as super- 
The Rev.

This fund, now about $18,000,000, 
is being expended at the rate of 
about $2,500,000 a month, and will 
be gone by mid-summer. It pays 
$1000 death Benefit to the families 
of miners, and in hardship cases 
due to illness or injury, makes 
payments to miners and their 
families. Trustees of this fund 
have set maximum payments at 
$60 a month for a disabled miner, 
plus $10 a month for his wife and 
$5 a month for each dependent 
child. Applications for these pay- 
ments are considered on an indi- 
vidual basis, and made according 
to need, With many receiving less 
than the maximum. 

Nothing has been paid out of 
the ‘10-cent-a-ton royalty fund, 
‘which now totals more than $25,- 
000,000, because of inability of its

Actually it is not 
vodka at all, but what we used 
to call grapa, that is distilled 
wine. That was much too violent 
for us. 

When our stomachs were begin- 
ning to bulge with food, the man- 
ager of the farm caught up with 
us. He was a tall. straight, spare 


out his belt, no matter what hap- 
pens, was getting a puffed look 
under the chin, and his eyes were 
slightly popped and bloodshot. 
And I ¢elt that if I could just go 
two or three days without eating 
anything, 1 might return to nor- 
mal. 

We were introduced to the 20 
guests, and we sat down.

Marshall submitted to the com- 
mittee additional cost data in an 
effort to disprove charges by Sen- 
ator Styles Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, that the Marshall plan 
spending program was & “phony.” 

He informed the committee 
that, of the $6,800,000,000 requested 
to carry the program through 
June 30, 1949, actual shipments of 
$6,600,000,000 would be sent to 
western Europe. 

Marshall revealed that about 
$600,000,000 in relief and recovery 
aid will be “in the pipeline” by 
April 1, the date the Administra- 
tion hopes to begin Marshall plan 
operations. These early shipments, 
it was explained, will be financed 
from sources other than ERP 
funds. 

Marshall pointed out that six 
billion of the $6,800,000,000 will be 
used for actual shipments during 
the first 15 months of recovery 
operations, The remaining $800,- 
000,000 is needed to cover obliga- 
tions made prior to June 30, 1949, 
for shipments that will not be 
made until a later date. 

Marshall defended the $800,000,- 
000 in proposed carryover funds 
as a “minimum essential” to avoid 
an interruption in the flow of 
supplies, 

Marshall’s latest plea to Con- 
gress came as CIO President 
Philip Murray told the Senate 
committee that sharp cuts in 
Marshall plan funds would be 
“well-nigh criminal.” 

Murray also cautioned against 
using the recovery program as a 
political “weapon in Europe. He 
urged, instead, that this country 
hold out the prospect of ald to 
any nation willing to join in with 
real efforts to help itself.

PROPOSED American loan of $50,000,000 to help finance a $250,- 
000,000 Tigris-Euphrates valley authority, roughly modeled after 
TVA, has been rejected by Iraq because of our Government's 


attitude toward Palestine. 

Our embassy here has been in- 
formed that so long as the United 
States supports the creation of a 
Jewish state in Palestine, the Iraqi 
Government will have to get along 
without our assistance, however 
badly needed. 

“We no longer require any 
science, culture or education from 
an America that knows neither 
truth nor justice,” is the com- 
ment of Al Nahda, a leading 


Baghdad newspaper. 


The decision to partition 
Palestine has seriously embar- 
rassed American-educated govern- 
ment officials who had long been 
hoping, with our help, to develop 
Iraqi agriculture according to 

modern scientifi¢ methods. 

If the anti-American trend con- 
tinues, they think, Iraq will be 
unable to throw off its semi-co- 
lonial ties with Britain, in which 
event living standards will fail to 
rise fast enough to counteract the 
popular discontent which the 
Soviet Union is waiting to exploit. 

Although Iraq is theoretically an 
independent country, its develop- 
ment is being retarded at present 
by its utter dependence on pounds 
sterling which cannot be spent 
on vital public works, 

The chief purpose of the re- 
jected American loan was to en- 
able Iraq to proceed with the con- 
struction of a series of dams on 
the Tigris and Euphzates rivers 
without having to wait until 
Britain can afford to supply the 
8 equipment and mate- 
rials, 


A secondary purpose was to 
enable American engineering firms 
to begin vital irrigation projects 
that British engineering firms 
might otherwise turn down. 

The idea was not to oust the 
British from Iraq, but to spur 
them on to greater activity in 
future by encouraging American 
competition. 

Most progressive Iraqis believe 
that, unless American experts are 
brought in to assist in the con- 
struction of a Tigris-Euphrates 
valley authority, the TEVA proj- 
ect’ will fall considerably short

All sorts of beautiful and ex- 
pensive plans for Iraq have deen 
drawn up in the past ten years, 
but few Iraqis feel that such 
plans will ever come to anything 
without the activ 1 of 
the United State 

That is why our behavior in 
Palestine has caused so much de- 
spair among our many friends in 
the Iraqi Government. They fear 
that the hatred and Bloodshed re- 
sulting from the forcible establish- 
ment of a Jewish state will fore 
ever blight their hopes of a TVA 
in the Tigris-Euphrates valley.

Mr. Truman’s Message 

Resentment in the South against the Presi- 
dent’s strong 10-point program on civil rights 
was to be expected. When he gave out the re- 
port of his Commission on Civil Rights at the 
White House last November, there was enough 
reaction of this sort to indicate what would hap- 
pen should Mr. Truman embody the proposals 
in a message to Congress. That he was not dis- 
suaded by talk of political revolt is all to his 
credit. 4 

It is not necessary to discuss each in detail in 
order to approve in general the President's pur- 
pose and method. He wants all those who live 
under the Stars and Stripes to enjoy the bless- 
ings of liberty and he asks Congress to join him 
in his purpose and plan. 

Perhaps the most significant of the proposals 
are those for establishment of a permanent Civil 
Rights Commission, a joint congressional com- 
mittee on civil rights and a civil rights division 
in the Department of Justice. With continuous 
vigilance for civil rights in such quarters as 
these, the liberties of citizens would be much 
more guarded than they are now. A section of 
the Department of Justice has already done a 
great deal of valuable work to this end, but it 
certainly can be extended and given fuller 
support. 

In calling for an anti-lynching law and aboli- 
tion of the poll tax, Mr. Truman urges legislation 
in whose behalf his predecessor, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, spoke not once but repeatedly. Un- 
less the South itself deals with these problems, 
Congress eventually will have no choice but to 
handle them. The President's inclusion of them 
in his program is a pertinent reminder. 

It is not the usual thing to think of statehood 
for territories in terms of civil rights, yet the 
President has put admission of Alaska and 
Hawaii into his 10 points. He is right in doing 
so. The people who live in these territories are 
citizens, but they are rated as second-class citi- 
zens under present arrangements. They have no 
Representatives or Senators. They have no one 
to speak effectively for them and their needs. 

Point No. 4, protect “more a@quately the 
right to vote,” will catch many eyes in Missouri. 
The integrity of the ballot has not always been 
protected in this state and the one spot where it 
has been most often flouted has been Mr. Tru- 
man’s own bailiwick, Jackson county and Kansas 
City. The FBI, for example, still has not dis- 
covered or revealed, as the case may be, the 
identity of the safe blowers who stole the 1946 
primary fraud evidence. Lack of this evidence 
has caused many of the vote fraud cases to be 
dismissed. | 

It is important that no one be prevented from 
voting because of his color, as Mr. Truman says. 
It is also vital that elections be honest and 
that when a citizen casts his ballot it be counted 
the way he marks it. The President could 
strengthen this part of his message by a few 
well-chosen supplementary words addressed in 
public to Attorney General Tom Clark on the 
subject of Pendergast election frauds. 

The civil rights message, on the whole, re- 
minds the people of the United States that the 
country has many blots on its scutcheon; that 
it in some respects flouts its own Constitution. 
There are grave contradictions between basic 
philosophy and actual practice.

Just What 1 Disability? 


Disclosures of the incomes of former Army 
and Navy officers who have been retired as dis- 
abled may add up to more than a minor scandal. 
For example, the House Armed Service's subcom- 
mittee y day brought to light the case of a 
former admiral who has been getting a disability 
benefit of $550 a month while earning $125,000 
a year as a civilian engineer. And, of course, 
former Maj, Gen. Bennett E. Meyers was getting 
a similar check before the investigation of his 
relations with war contractors. 

It is one thing if an officer reaches retirement 
age and then accepts pension payments even 
though he finds civilian employment. He has 
earned those payments by his years of service. 
Such checks come to him as a matter of right, no 
matter what other income he may have. 

But-it is quite another story if an officer re- 
quests retirement on the ground that he has 
been disabled. Government payments which he 
then accepts are intended to compensate him for 
injuries or illness which have forced him to 
abandon his career. If he merely exchanges one 
career for another and still accepts service pay, 
his disability becomes a device for short- 
changing the taxpayer. No matter what defend- 
ers of the disability retirement system may say, 
this is in the eyes of the layman a racket pure 
and simple. 

That almost 800 out of 2300 such retired of- 
ficers are gainfully employed is a clear .indica- 
tion that some military men feel otherwise about 
such windfall pay. That many of them have not 
needed medical attention of any kind since re- 
tiring and that some have even been accepted as 
good life insurance risks makes one wonder just 
what, in military language, constitutes disability, 

Here is a situation which cries for correction

ings should enjoy good business in the $40-$50 
rent class. To bring apartment rents down to 
$64, businesses in the district would be asked to 
invest $2,000,000 without hope of early dividends, 
However, good moderate-rent housing is a first- 
rank asset today. The sponsors may actually 
expect an attractive over-all profit. Business- 
men sponsors in several other cities, some with 
much less industrial stability than St. Louis, 
have readily invested in large-scale housing, 

Unfortunate for such p in St. Louis, 
however, there is a less obstacle than 
finding the equity money, The apartments, and 
to some degree the renovated houses, will be 
beyond the reach of many present residents who 
can pay only $20 and $30 a month. Where, in a 
city already crowded to the bursting point, can 
they go? 

The solution—and nothing else resembling a 
solution has been proposed—is to qualify Mis-

necessity for this has not been obvious enough 
to Louis Nolte and the real estate men who 
block public housing. It should be obvious now 
that a dilemma threatens the otherwise bright 
hope of some large-scale private housing. 
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No Search Without Warrant 


By the hairline margin of five Justices to four, 
the Supreme Court has said that agents of the 
law must keep within the law when they make 
searches. Federal officers cannot, in the words 
of Justice Jackson deciding a Seattle case, 
“justify the arrest by the search and at the same 
time justify the search by the arrest. 

That the agents had good reason to believe 
there was violation of law beyond this closed 
hotel door is not to be doubted, They smelled 
burning opium. As narcotic agents, it was their 
duty to investigate the odor and find out if fed- 
eral law was being broken, However, they did 
not need themselves to break the Fourth 
Amendment, which guarantees the right of the 
people to be secure in their persons, houses, 
papers and effects, against unreasonable 
searches and seizures.” 

As Justice Jackson put it in practieal terms, 
the smell of burning opium coming out of the 
room would have been cause enough to have 
obtained a search warrant from a magistrate. 
The search then would have been for a specific 
purpose and wholly within the Fourth Amend- 
ment. The agents would not have been forced 
to dream up the excuse that admission by the 
woman in the room was “an intentional waiver 
of a constitutional right.” 

This decision strengthens that in the Di Re 
case, handed down a menth ago, which set aside 
a conviction for possession of forged OPA 
coupons, based on an illegal arrest and search. 
Thus, two decisions now stand between the Su- 
preme Court and the Harris decision from Okla- 
homa last year which came close to approving 
the odious “writ of assistance” (general search) 
of colonial times. Perhaps we may eventually 
have an outright reversal of the Harris decision. 

It is a matter of regret that Chief Justice 
Vinson once again finds it impossible to vote to 
sustain the invoked constitutional right. Joined 
by Justices Reed, Burton and Black he now dis- 
sents without opinion. Presumably he is satis- 
fied with the still astonishing Harris decision. 
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A Vote, to Reconsider 

Late one afternoon last week, when only a few 
members were in their seats, the Missouri House 
of Representatives defeated on a voice vote the 
bill to create a state commission to inventory 
and protect historic buildings and sites. Little 
was said one way or the other, although some 
opposition was expressed to the idea that the 
state would have the right to acquire historic 
property and to the possibility that some operat- 
ing funds would be needed. 

Neither of these points is a valid objection. 
Had sponsors of the bill been in the chamber, 
they should have been able to explain that funds 
needed would be negligible and that eminent 
domain would be used sparingly. One or more 
of the legislators from representative commun - 
ties who introduced this bill should move for 
reconsideration while there is yet time. It would 
be a shame to lose this bill because its sponsors 
were not on the alert.

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The Art and Science of Swearing 


The elimination of cursing everywhere, which 
is the objective of a campaign being waged by 
the American Society for Clean Language, draws 
no dine of discrimination between good cursing 
‘and bad. It does not distinguish between the 
creative genius of imprecation at work, and the 
doltish echoer of his betters. 

There is, we grant you, nothing either clean 
or profitable in a couple of toughs tossing hack- 
neyed epithets back and forth, which neither of 
them had any hand in thinking up, and which 
repetition has not added to in flavor, depth, 
scope, fire or horrendousness. 

But wouldn’t the language lose in richness 
and inventiveness if it were not for such wonder- 
ful cursing in Shakespeare as “thou damned 
tripe-visaged rascal,” whoreson caterpillars! 
bacon-fed knaves!” and thou scurvy-valiant 
ass!“ And where else would word clash on 
word with more jpyful abandonment, with 
sheerer delight in the passion of vilification, 
than in an exchange between Falstaff and the 
Prince? 

Thou clay-brained guts (the Prince speak- 
ing); thou knotty-pated fool; thou whoreson, 
obscene, greasy tallow-keech: this sanguine 
coward, this rl this horseback- 


breaker, this huge hill of flesh, 
You starveling (Falstaff replying); you elf- 
skin, you dried neat’s tongue. . you tailor’s 


yard, you sheath, you bow-case, you vile 
standing-tuck. 


These are phrases that are full of gusto and 
the pleasure of ‘distilling anger into the perfect 
epithet. We hope the language will never have 
to be so spotless that it must do without such 
bright and luminous blobs of color. 
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A Thin Wall Against the Tax Cut 


An uncomfortably thin wall of votes stands in 
the Way of enactment of the Knutson $6,500,000,- 
000 tax reduction bill which passed the House 
yesterday, President Truman is almost certain 
to veto it if it passes Congress, but it could be 
passed over his veto by a shift of five votes in 
the Senate, three ot them Republican. 

In yesterday’s House vote, the same number 
of Democrats joined the Republican majority in 

support of the bill as joined it to favor overrid- 

ing the veto of the second Knutson bill last year 
—§3. Except for them, the vote was largely an 
expression of party membership, of ins and outs, 
regardless of the gravity of the issues involved, 
domestic and foreign. The Missouri delegation 
divided its vote along straight party lines. 

Defeat of the bill is required in order to avoid 
adding fuel to the inflation, in order to support 
the Truman Doctrine of containing Communism, 
and the Marshall plan of reconstructing Western 
Europe, and in order to reduce the national debt 
and thus clear the decks för weathering a de- 
pression if one comes. The purpose passage of 
the bill would serve would be to repay the voters 
—in specious coin—for the Republican victory 
at the polls in November 1946, and to purchase 
a Republican victory this year. 

This is a momentous thing, and 1 the 
value of a vote in a democracy, that five votes 
may either stop a cynical attempt to pay for an 
election with unwarranted tax cuts, or may cast 
doubt on the major efforts the Government is 
making for a stable and peaceful world, It 
ought to be enough to inspire five good men to 
stand firm.

There has been a big change in Henry 
Wallace. And it’s too bad. 


Last year he was against a third-party 
movement because he knew it might insure 
the election of a reactionary Republican 
President and Congress. Now he is run- 
ning as a third-party 
candidate. He does 
not intend to with- 
draw. 

But there is a 
greater change than 
his attitude toward a 
third party. Once he 
was a candid indi- 
vidual who sometimes 
gare such frank an- 
swers he surprised 
newspaper reporters 
accustomed to the 
more cynical replies 
of professional pols. 

Now the same re- 
porters are surprised 
because he sounds so much like a profes- 
sional politician, a Chicago press con- 
ference recently porters were sorry to 
see him dodge, or resort to memory lapses, 
in order to duck questions. 


For example: Wallace pretended he didn’t 
know all about the political actions of Sen- 
ator C. Wayland Brooks. This particular 
bit of ducking was used to escape reason- 
ablé questions about the Illinois senatorial 
contest, 


Wallace's local supporters want to run a 
third-party candidate for the Benate, The 
effect of this would weaken Democrat Paul 
Douglas, It might insure the re-election of 
Senator Brooks this fall. Asked if he 
favored Brooks over Douglas, Wallace said 


he wasn't familiar with Brooks’ position. 
What Brooks Said 


Wallace has had an opportunity to be es- 
pecially familiar with Senator Brooks’ 
views. Mr. Wallace presided over the Sen- 
ate from 1941 to 1944 Inclusive. During 
that time Senator Brooks made many 
speeches on the floor—and Mr. Wallace 
heard them. 

Senator Brooks’ views always have been 


contrary to those expressed by Mr. Wallace 
~until recently, 


Senator Brooks 


Senator Brooks’ maiden speech in the Sen- 
ate, Feb. 23, 1941, with—-we presume—Henry 
Wallace presiding, was an-attack pn Roose- 
velt and the lend-lease bill. 


All through their association in the Sen- 
ate, Brooks and Wallace have stood for 
opposite views. Perhaps the last major 
speech Wallace heard Brooks make was 
delivered Sept, 8, 1944. Speaking of “advo- 
cates of an international WPA to be fi- 
nanced by Uncle Sam,” Brooks said: “Their 
theory was epitomized by Vice President 
Wallace when he advocated a quart of 
milk a day for all the underprivileged 
races of the world.” 


Last year, as editor of New Republic 
magazine, Wallace wrote an article termed 


„The Sell-Out Elightieth Congress.” Brooks 


voting record was “wrong,” in Wallace's 


view, on nine out of 10 major issues. In 
the article, Wallace wrote: 


“We need liberal Democrats fighting 
within the party to make it, if possible, 
once again the party of Jackson, Wilson 
and Roosevelt.” 


Why does Wallace permit his Illinois fol- 
lowers to try to defeat a liberal Democrat 
such as Douglas and thus, in effect, work 
for the re-election of Wallace’s old-time 
arch-enemy, Brooks? Why has Wallace 
changed? 

The answer is that Douglas supports the 
Marshall plan and President Truman’s hard- 
boiled attitude toward Russia. 


Wallace’s followers denounce Douglas be- 
cause Douglas takes the same attitude 
toward Russia that Wallace himself took 
toward Germany in 1940, 


Roosevelt Scorned Them 


On Aug. 30, 1940, Wallace said: “The Re- 
publican party is the party of appeasement 
in the United States today.” Douglas takes 
the position that it’s Wallace’s own third 
party which now is the party of appease- 
ment. <As a-result, Wallace says, almost 
desolately, “Some of my old friends are 
against me, so I may have to be against 
them.” 


Whatever Wallace’s motives are in tak- 
ing actions which will weaken the political 
position of his “old friends,” the results 
will be pleasing to Communists, 


By next fall, the Marshall plan should 
disappear as an issue, It will have been 
acted on by Congress. But its actual ad- 
ministration will depend on which party 
wins at the polls. Republicans, especially 
isolationist Republicans such as Senator 
Brooks, could be counted on to sell it down 
the river. That’ would please Russia, The 
Soviets would find it easier to take over in 
Western Europe, 


A reactionary domestic program for 
America would bear out the Marxian Com- 
munist tenet that all capitalistic societies 
inevitably work against the interests of 
workers. It would help them “sell” Com- 
munism everywhere else. And it might 
bring a social revolution here which could 
put Communism in the drivers’ seat. 


Henry Wallace believes that he can keep 
his Communist supporters “in line.” Roose- 
velt scorned them. On Oct. 5, 1944, F. D. R. 
said “I do not welcome the support of any 
person or group committed to Commu- 
nism.” Asked if he, too, would make such 
a statement at this time, Wallace said he 
doubted whether Roosevelt ever made the 
statement, 


Wallace pictures himself as filling Mr. 
Roosevelt's shoes as a leader of American 
liberals. But his performance in Chicago 
with its Brooks episode, demonstrated that 
he is a confused, disappointed man who 
has gotten himself into a situation which 
may destroy all that he has stood for. His 
Chicago appearance was not that of a man 
with the wisdom of leadership,

Teachers Must Stress Pub- 
lic Welfare Duties.

The major problems of infla- 
tion, aid to Europe and the pres- 
ervation of peace, which confront 
the United States are basically 
moral problems of individual re- 
sponsibility, William H. Stead, 
vice president of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank in St. Louis, said yes- 
terday. 

He spoke before a meeting of 
about 2200 teachers in puolic 


schools in St. Louis and St. Louis 


county at Scottish Rite Cathe- 
dral, 3637 Lindell boulevard. The 

meeting was sponsored in con- 
junction with the department of 
classroom teachers of the Nation- 
al Education Association, 

“Inflation, for example, is cre- 
ating serious difficulty which is 
accentuated by individual and 
group crassness and refusal to 
accept restraints or self-sacrifice,” 
Stead asserted. “The principal ob- 
jections to plans for aid to Eu- 
rope and formation of world gov- 
ernment are the refusal of citi- 
zens to lower their standard of 
living to give up a small portion 
of the national wealth and to re- 
linquish some small bit of sover- 
eignty.” 

Teachers must emphasize the 
student’s responsibility to the 
public welfare, rather than stress 
the pursuit of profit or private 
gain, he said. 

Although the lack of training 
in home and church has resulted 
in the deterioration of moral Val- 
ues and character, the public 
schools must bear a major part of 
the failure to curb moral laxity, 
the Rev. C. Oscar Johnson, presi- 
dent of the Board of Education, 
told the teachers. 

“With all the modern buildings 
and the latest scientific and tech- 
nical gadgets, the school still can- 
not develop the moral courage and 
backbone of the student without 
the aid of the teacher,” he said. 

A group of teachers in a panel 
discussion agreed there is a need 
for an acceptable code of ethics 
and methods of ding character 
and good conduct patterhe.

After Storm Care. 


OOK at the weather situation 

from any angle and you arrive 

at about the same conclusion 
we do—there are still a lot of bad 
storms coming our way and some 
may even commit the social error 
of getting out to California, 

Now you may forget it as you 
ait there in front of the fireplace 
but what with the ice, snow, wind, 
and rain the house you live in 
takes quite a beating. Hence and 
therefore, it is a very wise idea to 
go out and inspect the exterior of 
the house after the storm is over. 

Go over all the roof gutters, as 
these have a bad habit of pulling 
loose, either from wind or just 
from the weight of snow and ice.

A Special Correspondent of the 
Inst-Dismatch, 
CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 3. 
ANY a Clevelander must won- 
Mee: what kind of vitamins 
Mrs. Norma F. Wulff takes. 
No one has ever seen her idle. 
She works harder and longer at 
her unpaid job as president of the 
Cleveland Board of Education 
than most highly paid men do at 
making a living. 

A politica] opponent once hinted 
at “special interests” behind her 
on the board, 

“Sure I represent special inter- 
ests,” she retorted. “I represent 
the school children of Cleveland.” 

Plump, 50 and intent on what- 
ever task is at hand, she is afraid 
of nothing. She has fought labor 
unions, the transit system, real 
estate interests whenever she felt 
their aims conflicted with the good 
of the schools, 

She is up every morning at 6 
and never in bed until after mid- 
night. When she is not attending 
meetings, giving speeches or rac- 
ing across¢he city visiting schools, 
she is on the telephone. One of 
her home telephones is in her 
kitchen, equipped with a shoulder 
prop so she can talk and wash 
dishes at the same time. Her 
thoughts race ahead of her ma- 
chine-gun speech with frequently 
baffling results to listeners, 

She has a phenomenal memory. 
Friends who know her best have 
never seen her look up a telephone 
number, and she claims she can 
remember one for three years. 
She once introduced Ohio’s Gov. 

omas J. Herbert to a luncheon 
of 150 women, then walked among 
the tables introducing almost 


every woman by name to the gov- 
ernor, 

She visits more schools than a 
school supervisor, has been to all 
153 in the system, and knows more 
teachers by name than any other 
person in Cleveland, including 
Supt. Mark C, Schinnerer, 

Mrs. Wulff was president of the 

city Parent-Teacher Association— 
and active in a dozen other civic 
organizations—before running for 
the school board. She was dfafted 
by a citizens committee nning 
for a four-member majority bloc 
suspected of making the board a 
political playground. 
One night a member of the 
„bloc“ was supposed to appear 
against her in a campaign debate 
at a union hall. He didn’t come. 
Mrs. Wulff did. When she rose 
to speak, the crowd tried to boo 
her down. They didn’t know Mrs. 
Wulff. She stood it out, Then she 
said: 

“You invited me here to speak. 
I am going to speak.“ 

She charged the “bloc” with 
corruption and inefficiency, and 


she called the union members 


“plain fools” for supporting such 
members. When she sat down, 
the crowd stood and applauded. 
But she lost that election. It was 


in 1936. Two years later, armed 
with more facts, she ran again. 

At one union meeting in that 
second and successful campaign 
she charged “the boys” of the bloc 
with hand-picking teachers in se- 
eret meetings, and invited them 
to sue her for libel. 

Another time; “I am a long- 
time friend of fabor, but I'm not 


trying to kid you. You don’t need 


me or anyone else to get labor its 
rights on the board. State law 
requires the board to pay prevail- 
ing wages to labor.”

English speech 18 replete with 
metaphors about fish, many of 
them stemming from about the 
same time as “All is fish that 
comes to his net.” For instance, 
there is “the great fish eat the 
small,“ which is out of “The Ship 
of Fools,” by Alexander Barclay, 
published in 1509. 

Also, in the Proverbs of Hey- 
wood, again, “She is neither fish, 
flesh, nor good red herring.” Six- 
teenth century too, is “There are 
as good fish in the seas as ever 
came out of itt.” And there's the 
popular old simile, still so fa- 
miliar in common speech today, 
“like a fish out of water.” In
